The honorable Harry ‘S. 
Truman, 33rd President of the 
United States, died Tuesday 
morning, at Research Hos- 
pital and Medical Center in 
Kansas City, Missouri, 

As president, Mr. Truman 
was confronted with some of 
the most monumental -prob- 
lems and decigions ‘that has 
ever challenged a president. 
In the style he made famous, 
Mr. Truman faced all prob. 
lems with an unmatched 
decisiveness that changed 
the face of world history. 

“The buck stops here” was 
the way he characterized the 
presidency and the-decisions 
he made. 

Just four months after his 
installation as president fol-

lowing the death of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt: in his fourth 
term as president, Mr. 
Truman announced the sur- 
render of Germany, the de- 
velopment of the Atomic 
Bomb, the use of the Atom 
Bomb to speed the surrender 
of Japan and ultimately the 
surrender of Japan. 

As president, Truman, 
presided over the emergence 
of the nuclear age, and made 
the decision in January, 1950 
to proceed with research and 
development of the-hydrogen 
bomb. 

The international political 
impasse of the “Cold War” 
was another product of his 
administration. He also made 
the decision to use American

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soldiers in Korea after South 
Korea was attacked by com- 
munist forces from North 
Korea, 

Truman also led a volatile 
era in domestic politics. He 
conducted a running battle’ 
with the 80th Congress 
Calling it the “worst con- 
gress and even caused a 
revolt within his democratic 
party by proposing a civil 
rights program that critics de. 
nounced as “left of the New 
Deal.” 

Of all the decision Mr. 
Truman made, none was 
more dramatié or controver- 
sial than his firing of General 
Douglas MacArthur as Su- 
preme ‘Commander in the Far

Captain, alleged that 
he was abused, threatened 
and intimidated by an officer 
who arrested him Saturday 
for driving with a defective 
muffler. 

Spence filed the charge 
against Pt'l. Wayne Smith. He 
alleged that Smith, even 
though he explained that he 
was a student, refused to give 
him a citation and let him go. 


After charging'him with the 
defective muffler and driving

Spence said Smith kept 
trying to “provoke me into 
resisting arrest.”

OSU Brands AP VD 


Story False 


Ohio State University of- 
ficials have branded as 
“irresponsible” a story about 
a campus’~ educational 
program.on venereal disease. 

A report by the Associated 
Press said that “hundreds of 
venereal cases were 
discovered in~a November 
campaign among students at 
Ohio State.” 

OSU officials said the story 
was simply not true. 

“The wire story left the un- 
mistakable ‘impression that 
VD is literally out of control 
on the campus. The-story was 
so _misiéading that we ~must 
label it irresponsible," of- 
ficials concluded. 

The facts are that of 45,000 
students ‘on the main cam- 
pus, 636 volunteered to par- 
ticiate in the blood testing 
Program for. syphilis, which 
was part ofa larger effort 
designated to educate 
students through lectures, 
films and discussions. 


According to the results of 
the blood test, Dr. H. Spencer 
Turner,. director of Student 
Health Services at OSU, said 
that only five of the 636 
students tested evidenced 
venereal disease: 

Of the five cases, two 
Students did not return for 
follow-up tests. Further 
evaluation of the remaining 
three students indicated that 
they also had negative tests.

Any number of white players are given opportunities to 
manage and/or coach ball teams; yet they don't have magic 
wands. Casey Stengel set all kind of records as manager of 
the New York Yankees. When he moved over to the New York 
Mets, he couldn't get them out of last place. 

Paul Brown of the Cincinnati Bengals is considered one 
of the greatest coaches in professional football but his magic 
wand has failed him. The Bengals are still looking for a 
league title and the Super Bowl gravy. How many black 
coaches has Paul Brown hired? - 

There were some more sour notes played in the baseball 
world in ‘72. Vida Blue, pitcher for the Oakland Athletics, was 
the American League's Most Valuable Player and winner of 
the Cy Young Award in 1971. He had contract troable with 
Athletics’ owner Charlie Finley. Blue let it be known that © 
Finley had soured his stomach for baseball. “He treated me 
like a damn colored boy,” Blue said. 

When Blue was making the headlines and the fans were 
filling the stadiums to see him play in ‘71, Finley gave “the 
colored boy” a Cadillac, instead of tearing up hs contract 
and giving him a new one. 

Three black Pittsburgh Pirates baseball players, Dock Ellis, 
Willie Stargel and Ronnie Stennett, missed ‘the team’s bus to 
the Riverfront Stadium in Cincinnati last May and had to ride 
a cab. Upon at the Stadium the three men had trouble getting 
by the guard at the gate. The special policemen on duty 
demanded some kind of identification from the players. 

One word probably brought on another one and soon Ellis 
was sprayed in the eyes.with the officer's chemical mace and 
arrested. Ellis was charged-with disorderly conduct. Thus 
Ellis was treated “like a damn colored boy.” 

Ellis was supported by Joe L. Brown, generaj manager of 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. Brown also said, “To my knowledge 
no stadium in the National League “requires. that players 
produce identification as the Cincinnati guard did on this oc- 
casion. In order to prevent any future incident of this nature, 
Brown stated that he would issue identification cards to his 
players. : 

The XX Olypmiad of 1972 will go down in history as a 
most unusual one. The Black African. nations and some 
Black athletes from other parts of the world threatened to 
walk out if the Rhodesian team was permitted to participate. 
The Rhodesian team was kicked out and the games wege 
started. on ; 
‘Some of the U.S. black athlete made international head- 
lines for their good and bad performances. Vince Mathews of 
Brooklyn and Wayne Collett of Santa Monica finished one- 
two in the 400 meters. When they appeared on the victory 
stand to receive*their medals, they didn't stand at attention 
during the playing of the Star Spangled Banner.” The U.S. 
Olympic authorities censured these athletes and the IOC (In- 
ternational Olympic Committee) suspended them for life from 
any future Olympics. ; 

Athletes from the United States have been very good in the 
track and field meets, especially the blacks. The athlete who 
wins the 100 meter dash in considered the fastest human in 
the world. This event went to a Valery Borozov of Russia. Ed- 
die Hart and Raynaud Robinson, the fastest runners, of the 
U.S., were scheduled for this heat at 6:15 p.m. but they were 
unaware that the time had been changed to 4:15. They were 
scratched from the meet and Borzov won it with ease. 

The killing of the Israeli.athletes and the unusual finish of 
the basketball game for the championship between Russian 
and the United States gave the XX Olympiad .a bitter taste.

This can only be done if we can 
bring ourselves to unify behind 
those leaders and those programs 
representing the full spectrum of 
black opinion.

Franklin also acknowledged that he 
was. aware of the fact that Paul 
Brown, when elected to the 
Supreme Court six years ago, polled 


more votes-than-any previous-Judicial-- 


candidate in the history of the state. 
Franklin said, in addition to having 
respect for Brown's popularity at the 
polls, he also took into consideration 
that he had just been reelected.to the 
Common Pleas benchsfor a six year 
term and he wasnt willing to give up a 
sure thing for an uncertain future. 


Franklin also said that he’s still rather 


young, and is willing to wait a few years 
before placing his name on the baliot in 
a statewide race. If such an opportunity 
should come in future years, he in- 
dicated-fhat he would give it serious 
consideration. But for now, “I'm very 
satisfied to be a Common Pleas Court 
Judge,” he stated.

There are many men in uniform 
today who are eligible for and entitled 
to discharges. ‘The following may give 
you some idea of your status, but for a 
determination of your specific case you 
should see your base legal officer, CO, 
chaplain or a military counseling office. 

Some administrative discharges 
are “under honorable conditions” 


- others are “under less than honorable 


conditions.” Here ¢ shall deal with 
those “under honorable conditiens’. 
which include those on famity 
hardship, sole survivingson, minority, 
medical disability: 

A. hardship discharge is one for 
which the serviceman must apply. It 
may be based on financial or depen- 
dency nees of the serviceman's family. 
There are five basic requirements he 
must ‘meet: . |: 

1) The problem - is extreme and 
more severe than the-usual problems. 
military families. encounter; 

2) The problem arose or became 
much worse after he entered service; 

3) The situation will last at. least a 
year jf it is mot taken care of im- 
mediately; 

4) .He has tried to solve the 
problem, but 4 discharge will be the 
only remedy. Infinancial cases, show 
that you have a Class Q allotment. 
Show that you have taken leave trying 
to solve’ the problem. 

5) Your discharge will solve the 
problem. Show you will have a job and 


the money will resolve the 


will improve the situation. In every 
case, you must show you are the only 
person who can help. Your application 


* should include letters from doctors, 


‘ministers, family friends who know the 
severity of the situation. Have a finan- 


cial statement showing the income and 


~SSempenbes of the family. Includes latter 
from an employer saying you-will have ~ 


a job upon discharge. Submit a 
statement from your principle depen- 
dent and your’own statement as to how 
you will help. Have the Red Cross verify 
the-family situation. Your Congressman 
can help you get the documentation 
and expedite consideration once the 
application is filed. 


——You—cannot—apply for a-medicar 
discharge, but you can get one started. 
Tell your CO about your disability and 
see a military doctor. If you've been 
treated by a civilian doctor, take his 
report to the military doctor. Basically, 

your disability must be so severe you 

cannot perform military duties. If he 

feels you qualify, the doctor will recom- 

mend consideration of your case by a 

medical board which will refer it to a 

Physical Evaluation Board if it concurs. 

The PEB makes the decision after a

Certainly the various self-pride 
movements have not abetted the rising 
fratricidal activities of the black com- 
munity, One would think that cultural 
nationalist movements and ideologies 
would have-had some influence upon 
the black communities to the. extent of 
lessening self-deprecatory, self-. 
destructive, self-hatred activities in the 
black communities, One would think 
that perhaps the black church would 
also be an influence. But whatever can 
be done, is not being done. The black 
community has once again lapsed into 
depression (not only economic) and 


despair.

Highlights of: 1947 


The year 1947 rolled into Cleveland 
slowly but events began to rock the city 
almost immediately. Two young 
policemen, Joe Wilkins and Lavert Gar- 
dner, involved in a sensational after 
hour escapade with yourig ladies at the 
Bronze Club faced departmental 
charges. A week before her husband; 
Senator Harry E. Davis took office in 
culmination of a life time dream, Mrs.

The U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission has taken a further 
step to implement the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Act 


_of 1972 (P.L. 92-261) with the — 


issuance of revised 
regulations ‘covering EEO 
programs in Federal em- 
ployment. The new 
regulations further streng- 
then the Federal 
Government's system for 
processing complaints of em- 
ployment discrimination 
based on race, color, religion, 


The _ regulations ai 
signed to speed” 
decisions in processing 


discrimination complaints, to 
assure due process in com- 


or promotion and back pay in 
cases where discriminatién is 
found. 

The regulations became ef-: 
fective December 1, 1972, 
with the exception of those 
sections covering remedial 
action, including back pay, 
which are retroactive to 
1972, the date 


Act. 

Major changes 
regulations include: 

- Emphasis on affirmative 
action aspects of agency 
EEO programs, including 
requirements_for submission 
of national and regional EEO 
plans for CSC approval. 
Agency national plans are 
currently being reviewed in

CSC headquarters, and 
review of regional plans 
begin in’ December 1 in 


regional CSC offices. 

— Agencies must designate

lf an applicant has been 
denied employment because 
of discrimination, the agency 


‘must offer him employment at 


the title and grade denied 
him. The appointment is to be 


‘ retroactive to the date the 


applicant would have been 
hired, and back pay is to be 
awarded from the beginning 
of the retroactive period. 
When it is determined that an 
employee -was discriminated 
against and denied a 
Promotion .or other em- 
ployment benefit, agencies 
must take similar remedial 
action, including back pay 
where appropriate.

In addition to notifying ap- 
propriate EEO officials ofthe 
revised regulations, agencies 
must review their entire com- 
plaint processing system to 
assure that all complaints will 
receive a final dicision within 
6 months of filing. Immediate 
action must be taken to clear. 
all cases over 180 days old. 


In accordance with the 
requirements of P.L. 92-261, 
the regulations were adopted 
after consulation with 
minority and civil right 
organizations, women's 
groups, labor organizations 
and Federal agencies.

University sought to present 
its case to the Council 
highlighting its current deficit 
of three million dollars. 

Presenting a citation to 
Jackson, Dr. James E. Cheek, 
president of Howard Univer- 
sity, said: “As you and your 
Council of Black Appointees 
have labored: to narrow the 
gap between black ex- 
pectations and reality, you 
have collectively championed 
the cause of education, and 
especially, the preservation 
of the Black presence in 


American higher education... 
Your collective success is 


known to those who have 
studied your record. Your ad- 
vocacy of a quality education 
as one of the most effective 
instruments for the liberation 
of those who are oppressed 
encouraged the disad- 
vantaged and. .-.-the 


disillusioned,_to-.-face—the =

A study shows that 10 
percent*of the people now 
getting monthly social se- 
curity checks are non-white 
—compared to 7 percent in 
1959, according to social se- 
curity \officials here. 


“Over 27 million- people 
get monthly social security 
payments now,” a social se- 
curity spokesman said, “and 
about 2.7 million of them 
are non-white. Thirteen 
years ago, according to the 
study, 138.7 million people 
got social. security checks 
and- 967,000 of them were 
non-white.”
